(By The Associated Press) 


Batavia, N. E. L, Feb. 20—With invasion today of the 


Idyllic island of Bali (and Timor, according to an additional 
Tokyo claim), Japan's multiple front offensive'in the south- 
west Pacific took ominous form as a threat to isolate the 
United Nations forces in Java if not to by-pass that strong- 
hold for a direct attack on Australia. 


The waters around Bali, a Dutch Colonial paradise where 


war had been little more than a fable of the white men, were 
threshed by the torpedoes, bombs and shells of warships and 
warplanes as the United Nations pushed an apparently unsuc- 
cessful battle to bar the strong sea-borne fnvas;on force from 
the gleaming beaches of Bali. 


Exact Heavy Toll 


The defenders again were exacting a heavy price for the 


Japanese attack, but evidently not heavy enough. Japanese 
landing parties swarmed from their transports and cut 
through the surf with their landing barges, despite the coun- 
ter-blows of allied war and surface craft and submarines. 


The defenders scored direct bomb hits on one or more 


Japanesecruisers and three transports and eight near misses 
on a destroyer, according to an early communique of the 
United Nations. Four Japanese fighters were shot down and 
the defending air force returned to basa intact. 


United Nations warships and sub- • 


marines had opened the counter-at- ' 
tack last night on the invasion forces 
concentrated in waters around Bali. 
The 2,095-sniare mils island is sep- 
arated from easternmost Java, at its 
nearest point by a mile-wide strait. 
It is only about 120 miles from Bali 
to Java's big Soerabaja Naval base.

Announcing that air mail pickup

In January of last year 496 pieces"

pieces of airmail per month. The 
total for the year was 12.005 pieces. 


The heaviest month was August 


with 1.384 pieces and July placed 
second with 1318.

Washington, Feb. 20 (AP)—The 


War department reported today thac 
fighting from fixed positions con- 
tinues on ali sections of the front 
in Bataan, and that enemy airplanes 
have dropped a number of incendi- 
ary bombs on installations behind 
the defending lines.

(By the Associated Press) 


London, Feb. 20—Prime Minister 


Winston Churchill, under attack for 
recent British military reverses, an- 
swered his critics today by pruning 
his war cabinet from nine to seven 
member* in a swift sbakeup from 
•which Sir Stafford Cripps, former 
ambassador to Moscow, emerged as 
the outstanding new figure in the 
government. 


Churchill was expected to call a 


meeting of his new war cabinet 
within 24 hours. 


Cripps, A dynamic personality 


whose advanced ideas once .gave him 
a reputation as radical, was named 
Lord Privy Seal and House of 'Com- 
mons leader—a dual post which 
many political observers believed 
would make him second in import- 
ance only to Churchill himself. 


At the same time Oliver Lyttelton, 


known as "one of Winston's bright 
young men," was appointed minister 
of state in .charge of production, 
supplanting Lord Beaverbrook, who

(By the Associated Press) 
london. Feb. 20—Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill, under attack for 
recent British military reverses, an­ 
swered his critics today by pruning 
ids war cabinet from nine to seven 
members in a swift shakeup from 
winch ftir Stafford Cripps, former 
ambassador to Moscow, emerged as 
the outstanding new figure in the 
government. 
Churchill was expected to call a 
meeting of his new war cabinet 
w ithin 24 hours, 
Cripps, 
a 
dynamic 
personality 
whose advanced ideas once gave him 
a reputation as radical, was named 
Lord Privy Seal and House of Com­ 
mons leader—a dual post which 
many political observers believed 
would make him second in import­ 
ance only to Churchill himself. 
At the same time Oliver Lyttelton, 
known as “one of Winston's bright 
young men,” was appointed minister 
of state in charge of production, 
supplanting Lord Beaverbrook, who 
will go to the United States shortly 
to carry on the task of pooling the 
resources of the United Nations.

Lord Beaverbrook had declined an 
invitation to Join the new war cabi­ 
net on “grounds of health,” two 
other veterans—Sir Kingsley Wood, 
chancellor of the exchequer, and 
Arthur Greenwood, Laborite min­ 
ister without portfolio—-simultane­ 
ously relinquished their places in 
the inner cabinet.

JAPS SCOUT 
DAMAGE DVER 
NAVAL HARBOR 


Sydney, Australia, Feb. 20 (AP)— 
Tile third air raid alarm in two days 
screamed today for the lonely little 
naval harbor of Darwin, which has 
been catapulted into sudden, vital 
importance to the United Nations 
by the loss of other naval bases. 
No bombers appeared but this 
may have meant only that the Japa­ 
nese were scouting the effects of 
their two destructive air smashes 
yesterday or feeling out the de­ 
fenses of Australia’s far northern 
coast for more forays on the town 
and its valuable harbor. 
Australian fighter planes and anti­ 
aircraft guns gave battle to the 93 
Japanese bombers and fighters which 
roared over in two waves to put 
the Australian mainland under an 
invader’s steel for the first time In 
its history. 
Blast Six Planes 
They knocked down six but were 
unable to stave off considerable 
bomb damage both ashore and in 
the harbor and casualties including 
15 persons killed and 24 wounded. 
With some presumed operating 
from an aircraft carrier, the first 
wave of 72 planes, twin-engined 
bombers convoyed by fighters, spilt 
into two groups. One smashed at 
the wharves and shipping. 
The 
other attacked inland. A second 
wave included 21 bombers. 
Several ships were hit, wharves 
and 
buildings 
were 
damaged — 
among them several service and 
civilian hospitals which were bombed 
and machine-gunned—but no vital 
services were destroyed, a communi­ 
que said. 
It acknowledged, however, that 
some Australian planes were dam­ 
aged on the ground and that some 
damage, although not serious, was 
done to airdromes.

of water. On that fateful night In 
the Mediterranean, he slid feet first 
down the side of the torpedoed Brit- 
ish cruiser Galatea into the deep 
sea, fervently wishing he could 
swim. An under-inflated lifebelt and 
a piece of wreckage supported him.

His ambition at the start of his 


swimming lesson here was to learn 
to swim 20 feet, "enough to escape 
the suction of a sinking ship and 
reach a piece of wreckage.™ Then 
his lovely instructor arrived to give 
the first lesson. Allen's ambition in- 
creased.

RULES BROADER; 
NEW LAWS TOLD 


Memoers of the two local ration- 


ing boards in Adams county tcktty 
issued a list of the eligibility classi- 
fications under which all. rationing 
of new, obsolete and .retread, tires 
is being handled, beginning today. 


Two lists of eligibility classifica- 


tions have been established. Per- 
sons qualifying, under List A are 
entitled to new tires or, if that sup- 
ply is" exhausted, to retreaded or 
recapped tires. Persons qualifying 
under List B may buy recapped or 
retreaded tires or have their present 
tires recapped or retreaded after 
making proper application to the 
rationing board. Retreaded and re- 
capped tires today came, under ra- 
tioning regulations. 


General requirements made of all 


applicants previously' continue in 
force. Under those regulations each 
applicant must show "that the ve- 
hicle for which .the;rtire is asked 
cannot be replaced by another that 
is equipped with tires; that the 
present tfres or tubes are no longer 
serviceable; thatI. the new or retread- 
ed tire when added to all other 
suitable tires in- the-appiicant's-po- 
sessioa.does-jnot .add up to more 
than one spare tire for each vehicle, 
and that the applicant agrees to 
trade in any replaced tires.
